to be red-hot to-day. Why, the Earth, 
many millions of ages younger, bas itself 
long since passed that condition, and 
it is absurd to suppose that the Earth is 
more mature than its elder brother. 
And yet science thinks the crude Earth 
quite mature. Jupiter, red-hot, may 
be the scientific theory, but it is not in 
accord with the sublime plan and pur- 
pose upon which the universe is really 
unfolded and sustained. The ages that 
Jupiter has lived us u planet more than 
compensates for his bulk, as compared 
with the Earth, to warrant perfect habit- 
ability as to temperature and every 
other physical nead, But our moon is 
nearly at the other extreme of growth, 
It is not red-hot, however, nor is it 
sufficiently advanced to be inhabited, 
Being the offepring of the earth, it is 
in fact, less advanced than its parent, not 
yet having atmospheric clothing nor 
magnetic energy enough to arrest and 
retain solar pabulam sufficient to warm 
and enliven itt a condition of vege- 
table, to say nothing of animal or hu- 
man development, These latter king- 
doms will not appear on its surface for 
many long ages ta come. 

The outmost mémber of a sun-family, 
you are doubtless aware, is always 
evolved first, and in the eldest of the 
group, while the Inmost member is the 
youngest. Now, both youngest and 
oldest are leas! fitted for the manifest- 
ation of the highest deyelopment—that 
of human life. Saturn is in the merid- 
ian of his ripest @ge, and is nearest to 
detection of all the planets in our solar | 
amily. There is ying-material around 
Venus, Earth and Mars, but whether it 
will take the form ofa ring, first, or of 
one or more satellites in each case, is 
not yet determined; contingencies are | 
numerous. The rings of Saturn will 
ultimately change to satellites, or to 
minor planets, which may be added to | 
his present family, or, some of them, at 
the period of change, may migrate by 
perturbations to other planets for adop- | 
tion, as those little bodies about Mars 
have come to him.

Be Adopted in Chicago.

To THE EDITOR:—It appears from 
the Jnfey-Ocean that this city will have a 
crematory at no distant day. The 
‘i Chicago Incineration Society“ was in- 
corporated on August 26, and the books 


are now open for subscriptions for 
shares. The enterprise is headed by 
Messrs. W. F. Wiemars, E. S. Dreyer 


and L. Ottofy, 

“ An effort was made three years ago 
to establish a crematory in Chicago,” 
suid Mr. Wiemars toa reporter for the 

nley-Ocean, ** and the Ilinois Crematory 
Soclety' was organized. The incinera- 
tion idea, however, had not taken deep 
enough root in Chicago, and the project 
was abandoned. 

“The most difficult thing to overcome 
is the objection to cremation which a 
great many people have on religious 
grounds. They do not believe that the 
Incineration of the human body is in ac- 
cord with the doctrine of the resurrec- 
tion of the dead.

a admit of no discussion. From this stand- 


point, it is the only proper method of 
disposing of the dead. The older com- 
munities are already suffering from the 
old methods. In the metropolitan dis- 
trict of London in the twenty-five years 
—1850 to 1883—the deaths numbered 
1,896,314. Grant that in ten years a 
body may become harmless—although in 
many soils it is not probable that it does 
so in twenty years—can any imagination 
conceive the enormous mass of decaying 
animal matter with which that city is 
surrounded? Could any surprise be felt 
at the outbreak of some devastating pos- 
tilence? We are made of the earth, and 
we but follow the law of all created 
forms when our bodies are finally re- 
stored back to earth. The more rapidly 


| Carolina, in 1724, of Hugenot ancestry. 
After receiving a good education he 
entered a counting house in London, to 
be fitted for commercial pursuits, in 
which he engaged, after his return to 
Charleston, with such success as to 
amass rapidly a large fortune. He sc- 
cepted ardently the advanced views of 
individual rights, then prevalent in the 
colony, and was several times engaged 
in stubborn contests with the crown 
judges, in which he resisted their alleged 
arbitrary and oppressive rulings, not 
only by all legal means at his command, 
but in occasional pamphlets, the vigor 
and legal acumen of which attracted 
much attention.

He was soon made president of the South 
Carolins Council of Safety, and in 1776 
a delegate from that colony to the 
gencral Continental Congress, at Phil- 
adelphia, of which body be was president 
during 1777 and 1778. Throughout 
these years he was s steadfast and 
an influential promoter of the colonial 
cause, and a ted friend of Wash- 
ington. In 1778 he undertook a mission 
us minister plenipotentiary to Holland, 
in furtherance of secret negotiations for 
a commercial tresty, which had been in 
progress for some time; but while on the 
way he was captured by a British frigate 
and taken to London. On the evidence 
of his papers, which he had vainly at- 
tempted to destroy, war was declared 
upon Holland by Great Britain, and 
Laurens was closely imprisoned in the 
tower. During his imprisonment (of 
fifteen months), his health became 
greatly enfeebled, yet he steadily refused 
opportunities for procuring release by 
abandoning his patriotic principles. 
| Having been set free late in 1781, he was 
appointed by Congress one of the com- 
mission for negotiating the peace: and 
proceeding to Paris, with Franklin and 
| Jay, he signed with them, on November 
| 30, 1782, the preliminsries of the treaty 
of peace. Failing health obliged him to 
return to Charleston, South Carolina, 
| where he passed the remainder of his 
life in retirement, contenting himself 
with writing an occasional pamphlet or 
papas upon subjects pertaining to the 
welfare of the human race. 

Mr. Laurens was a man of plain, unas- 
suming manners; hè was one of the men 
of whom it might be truthfally said that 
his Internal worth could not be measured 
by his external appearance. An anec- 
dote is told of him which very clearly 
portrays the character of the man. Mr.

This 
continues until the bony structure is 
completely cremated, when all is white 
as snow, and nothing can be seen inside 
the retort, the ashes have fallen through 
the crib and the alum cloth collapsed. 
The oxygen, by the intense heat, has 
been made to unite with the carbonace 
ous elements of the body, and the re 
sulting carbonic acid gas, ammonia and 
water are driven off through the retopt 
walls, iuto and through the fucs to the 
air without, whore they mingle with the 
elements of nature. In the retort are 
the ashes, consisting of the pure oxide 
of lime 

Thus the elements of which the Great 
Architect made man are simply, decently 
and expeditiously given back to the 
source from which they came, pure and 
clean. The water ascends to the clouds 
the ammonia and carbonic acid unite 
with the soll and nourish the plant 
whilst the lime Is left to be returned 0 
the earth. During the process there is 
nothing offensive, or calculated to grate 
upon the most tender sensibility. All 
is perfect quiet. There is no burning, 
The body is simply oxidized, and the 
union of the oxygen and the organig 
matter composing the body ls so oom. 
plete that what nature has so perfect 
formed in life appears to geny, quietly 
melt away in death, and becomes me 
solved into its original elements. 

CREMATION IN JAPAN. 

The cremstory stands a little apart 
from the main road, a bullding of a singlé 
story, with an innocent-looking tall 
chimney that might be connected with 
a pottery or a small iron foundry.

Controlling the Storm. 

The power of controlling the storm 
and bringing the weleome rain to the 
thirsty earth, which dreamers have
